At the completion of Spanish II a two-week 
trip to Mexico is available. This trip is to give stu- 
dents a chance to use what they have learned and 
to see first-hand the customs and culture of the 
Mexican people.

Science, Math 



In the complex world of today math is of ever 
increasing importance. To accommodate this a 
wide range of courses is offered to North Scott stu- 
dents. 

Algebra gives a different view of mathema- 
tics not possible with arithmetic. It is approached 
with modern theoretical concepts, whereas, ge- 
ometry is a science of reasoning, not theory. 

Typical of a first year college mathematics 
course is senior math. It consists of trigonometry, 
college algebra, and analytic geometry. This 
course is available to students who have completed 
two years of algebra and one year of geometry. 

For those not interested in algebra or ge- 
ometry, courses in business and general math are 
offered. These courses are primarily a review of 
basic mathematical operations needed for everyday 
practical application. 



Proving theories of secants, tangents, and chords is 
a basic concept of geometry. 
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Anticipation among the chemistry students builds as 
they concoct a new experiment to stimulate the 
olfactory organs of the student body. 



Teach Practicality 



Mysterious odors and bubbling mixtures from 
the chemistry room along with jars of drosophila 
flies, cages of white rats, and the dissection of 
frogs in the biology room mark the science depart- 
ment. 

Both the chemistry and biology classes in- 
volve themselves in various projects. To the chem- 
istry students this means bi-weekly lab sessions 
where experiments with various chemicals take 
place. Whereas, the biology student uses the droso- 
phila, more commonly known as the fruit fly, for 
the study of genetics. They even become surgeons 
as they operate on "guinea pigs" --white rats. 

Throughout the year all science classes re- 
ceive the benefits of visiting lecturers. These 
guest speakers choose topics on anything from the 
splitting of the atom to the making of miscroscopes. 
Such lectures are designed to develop the student's 
mind and cultivate his thinking. 

The science classes themselves are devised to 
help students to understand the relationship of a 
changing cultural and social development by the 
use of lab sessions and lectures.

Social Studies Builds World Awareness 



From the time a student enters as a seventh 
grader until he graduates, he must be aware of 
the workings of a democracy as presented in the 
social studies program. Good citizenship is stressed 
throughout the curriculum. 

Civics, world geography, and American and 
world history are emphasized during junior high. 
These same areas are stressed further in the sopho- 
more, junior and senior years. 

The ultimate aim of the social studies pro- 
gram is to help the student become aware of the 
current world, national, and local events and the 
effect they have on him. As a result, the student 
becomes aware of the social, economic, and politi- 
cal problems confronting the world and he learns 
how to face them constructively.

Required Courses Guide and Drive 



Driver education is a one semester course re- 
quired for graduation. This course includes 30 hours 
of classroom instruction and 6 hours of actual driv- 
ing time in order to help students develop skills re- 
quired for safe driving. The overall objective of 
driver education is to make students aware of the 
relationship between a driver's physical, mental, 
and emotional characteristics and his ability to 
operate a car safely. 

Guidance is a required course for sophomores. 
The course is primarily .to help students begin to 
formulate future educational and vocational plans, 
and to help them develop and improve their ability 
to obtain and use educational and occupational 
material. The guidance plan itself is to help stu- 
dents realize that individuals differ and to achieve, 
as a result of this, a more complete understanding 
of themselves and the people with whom they 
associate.
